John Can’t Read 


How often has been said, “John does excellent oral work, but 
when must prepare alone his geography history assignment, 
poverty vocabulary, failure comprehend the material read, 
inability locate and organize the material for recitation. 
Children fail arithmetic simply because they cannot compre- 
hend the problem lack the vocabulary peculiar the subject. 
Last spring the Catholic School Board the Archdiocese New 
reported the results survey the Regents’ arithmetic 
papers June, 1945. Forty-three per cent the sampled papers 
(those from per cent schools) failed example 
because the children did not perform the process indicated the 
terms: product and difference; per cent found the area instead 
the perimeter; per cent did not find the quotient the 
nearest reading arithmetic problems, the pupil must 
trained read slowly, studying each word for its meaning that 
problem.

quickly. This pupil can read well when the lesson worked out 
class, but cannot read new word simply because does 
not know sounds. One first grader the end the year was still 
unable distinguish the simplest words the preprimer and 
could not think out the value one and two. all appearances, 
the boy seemed subnormal with physical defect speech. The 
supervisor advised repetition the year’s work plus additional 
summer tutoring. Early the following year, the supervisor 
surprised hear correct answers some combinations. When she 
remarked this, the boy only answered, “You should hear 
read.” has been promoted yearly and doing good work.

really tribute when such pupil expresses his desire show

tool that aids the supervisor her work reading the 
reading test. There are number types: the best for the kinder- 
garten the Metropolitan Reading Readiness Test; for the pri- 
mary grades, the Metropolitan Reading Battery Tests; for the 
middle and upper grades, the Standard, Durrell’s, Gates’ Read- 
ing Test. has been found that the most suitable time for the 
administration reading tests comes immediately after the mid- 
year examinations. the tests are given February and March, 
good idea the year’s work indicated, while the remainder 
the year can devoted remedial work. 

When the supervisor administers the tests, there little ques- 
tion the technicalities; uniformity kept, and the supervisor 
has excellent opportunity watching the individuals the 
group work. The superior and good pupils find pleasure work- 
ing out the paper; their faces light with joy they read the 
various stories for comprehension, while their lips twitch with 
humor some the absurd statements. The fair pupil finds the 
test task accomplished; the slow pupil labors away, using 
lip reading, finger pointing, poor eye movements. The lazy and 
the careless readers are easily discovered. 

administer test and give rating class are not the 
goals. The supervisor, co-operation with the teacher, should 
analyze the answers the different parts the test. Some indi- 
viduals have poor reading comprehension vocabulary. This

Develop Comprehension

casualties, because failure understand the reading 
material and interpret the multiple choice statements, were fewer

From experience, know how frequently pupils choose any one 
idea summarizing paragraph rather than the outstanding 
point. answering test questions, how frequently the children 
give related material, but not answer the question asked.

fore, after reading test showing deficiency comprehension, 


When teach the children 
read with comprehension, eliminate many our problems. 
Once comprehension attained, wide reading program can

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Why Catholics Pay Twice 


Russell 


MERICA proud her schools. Amer- 
ica has become one the most literate 
nations that the world has ever known. She 
has developed educational system second 
none. And she has entrusted the safety 
her democracy the American schools. 

Two systems form our American educational 
organization. Both them are public since 
the purpose each serve the public 
good. The difference between the two systems 
lies their ownership and management. Hence 
the names “public schools” and “private 
schools” caused much friction and 
confusion. 

The public schools are supported and con- 
trolled the government; the question 
religion they are sometimes referred 
the other hand, must support themselves, and 
they are usually religious purpose. 


One Purpose 

This the two systems have common: they 
are striving wholeheartedly promote the 
common good training young America 
the principles good citizenship and patriot- 

The private schools, however, seek 
added priceless element over and above this 
goal. They seek develop the whole man, 
intellectually, physically, and religiously. 

The two systems are copartners the field 
American education. The operation the 
one way imperils the existence the 
other. The Catholic Church recognizes the 
legitimate rights and privileges the public 
schools. has great respect, admiration, and 
gratitude for those men and women who 
operate the public school system. 

Furthermore, the public school system has 
filled very real need. Because the great 
number religious societies America, their 
prejudices, and the great disparity their 
teachings, has been necessary have 
school supply the academic train- 
ing the majority the American youth. 
Yet, while remaining “neutral,” the public 
schools could profitably teach the funda- 
mentals religion, e.g., the Decalogue and 
basic morality. Morality without God 
meaningless! 


Incomplete Education 


But the extent which the public schools 
have gone remain “neutral” cause 
alarm. preserving their “neutrality” they 
have apparently bent over backwards. Hence 
have strange anomaly. Each session 
Congress opened formal prayer. all 
our coins stamp “In God Trust.” But 
not trust God with our school children! 
Our public schools have become temples 
the “Unknown God.” Their very aloofness

from religion itself attitude toward reli- 
gion—a hands-off attitude. carries the 
logical implications that religion unnecessary 
and that human directed and 
motivated without any reference God. 
conveys our children the idea that religion 
without truth value. Hence uninten- 
tionally fosters atheism and irreligion. 

This irreligious attitude denies the very 
principle educational integration. sub- 
ordination, purposiveness, and orientation are 
had, God must permeate the whole 
curriculum, give purpose all life, and 
provide the basis for morality. 

Thus Christian education takes the whole 
human life. develops the physical and 
spiritual, the moral the 
domestic and social talents the individual. 
For the Christian religion elevates education, 
regulates and perfects it, and brings into 
full accord with the teaching and example 
Christ. 


Essential Integration 


The philosophy Catholic education holds 
that religious and secular instruction cannot 
separated without loss the student. And 
religious training does not consist solely 
the religious instruction many classes 
per week. Rather consists the religious 
atmosphere, teaching guidance, and example 
which integrates the whole the youth’s 
entire training. Pius left uncertainty 
about this when said: 

The mere fact that school gives some 
religious instruction (often extremely stinted) 
does not bring into accord with the rights 
the Church and the Christian family, 
make fit place for Catholic students. 
this, necessary that all the teaching 
and the whole organization the school, and 
its teachers, syllabus, and textbooks every 
branch regulated the Christian spirit, 
under the direction and maternal supervision 
the Church; that religion may 
very truth the foundation and crown the 
youth’s entire 

The Catholic Church prudently safeguards 
the Christian education her children. 
According the Code Canon Law,? “All 
the faithful must instructed from child- 
hood that not only nothing contrary the 
Catholic religion shall taught them, but 
that religious and moral training shall hold 
the first place. Not only parents but all who 
hold the place parents have the right and 
the most serious obligation provide for the 
Christian education their children.” 

But why all this fuss about morality? Why 
the stress and insistence the part Cath- 
olics the character training their chil- 
dren? because they firmly believe that 
religious education the best preparation

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for adult life. Catholics firmly hold, and right 
reason dictates, that morality essential 
good citizenship. man not good citizen 
just because willing times emer- 
gency defend his country with his life, and 
the rest the time perfect renegade, 
Catholics have also higher motive for 
insisting religious training. They want their 
children not merely learned and cultured, 
but also true and perfect 


Catholics Pay Twice 


provide this religious instruction for 
their children Catholics have established their 
own educational system. The Catholic school 
system now constitutes four fifths all 
private schools. There are 10,700 Catholic 
schools serving 2,700,000 students 
annual cost more than 300 million 
This the price that Catholics are willing 
pay for religious and moral education. 

Catholics are willing make the sacrifice 
and pay twice. Catholics are not opposed 
the public schools. They not have 
different “brand” mathematics, history, 
English propound. But they not approve 
the public schools’ irreligious attitude for 
their children. 

sacrifice too great avert the danger 


wrecking the soul child. The child like- 


wise cannot grasp the principles morality 


the abstract, but only when presented 


religious authority, religious feeling, and reli- 
gious example. Morality only truly taught 
when based religion. 

The Catholic schools similarly offer the 


unique advantage personal and unified train- 


ing.

And this for the 
wonderful work they are doing. This the 
result lack reflection the part 
people rather than malice. Still 
the injustice remains. However, Catholics have 
not always paid twice. Federal aid was given 
private schools the founding days our 


country. 


Not Early Times 


Among the first schools established 
America were the private schools. Fed- 
funds were granted private schools 
the time the Continental Congress 
1785. For many years after the Revolu- 
tion, Catholic schools, along with the sectarian 
were supported from public funds. 
This condition existed hundred years 
ago Massachusetts. 

Since that time, several plans for govern- 
ment support private schools have enjoyed 
success. The greatest attempt 
democratic education Public Law 346, 
the G.I. Bill Rights. This far-reaching Bill 
federal funds for the tuition and 
wkeep the veteran any school 
approved educational standards and any 
educational level. 


Modern Justice 


The G.I. Bill Rights recognizes the fact

The beneficiaries subsidies are not 
the schools, public private, but the students 
the state. The Supreme Court clearly 
this fact famous decision:

should be, and her command language 
takes her the point without superfluous 
and cluttering words, this child will benefit 
from every word she utters, will the entire 
class. Moreover, should the hearing defective 
child fail grasp what she says, she will 
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loss for words with which change 
the construction her statement question, 
realizing that some words are more clearly 
visible more audible than others. 


Requirement for Teaching 


Lip reading often but supplement 
imperfect hearing. may meet speech move- 
ments that are fairly well defined, but what 
the voice that carries the words? Knowing 
the great difference voices, the disagreeable 
and the pleasant, the harsh and the soft, the 
strident and the weak, one wonders what the 
ears and the nerves school children suffer 
for some five hours daily throughout the 
academic year, and what sort voice and 
speech memory patterns they will carry into 
the future. 

Mary Zerler, supervisor speech cor- 
rection the public schools Yonkers, 
Y., says that teacher with weak dis- 
agreeable voice may seriously handicapped. 
She adds that individual with speech 
defect, even slight lisp, should never 
receive appointment teach. 

are taught that speech has its effect 
thinking, that the person who speaks with 
clarity and precision more likely think 
that way. Where, not the classroom, are 
such speech and thinking needed? 


Advice Teachers 


Considering the many children our 
parochial schools whose ears are not sharp 
they might be, whether not these chil- 
dren have been identified, workers the field 
deafness plead constantly for speech that 
clearly intelligible. And these workers feel 
that they are not too exacting requesting 
such speech from the classroom teacher. Nor 
they lose sight those children whose 
hearing normal, for they know that all 
pupils will absorb more teaching from one 
whose utterance distinct, whose voice 
and whose command. language 
such that ever ready tool for bettér 
teaching. 

generally believed that distinct enun- 
ciation available all whose vocal organs 
are intact and who are able appreciate 
the value beautifully spoken language. 
the voice quality the individual with normal 
hearing not under control without special 
training, then such training, seems, should 
part any teacher’s preparation for 
her work. 

When good speech has been given the 
emphasis needs teacher training then 
the millennium will have been reached the 
hard-of-hearing child and his rehabilitation 
simplified.

The Report builds background 
the “secularization modern life” and the 
“secularization education and its conse- 
tions and discussion give due recognition 
public education the place religion 
the culture. affirms repeatedly its ad- 
herence the principle the separation 
the church and state, but this the report 
says does not interfere with its purpose. 
condemns secularism philosophy life. 
says common body religious doctrine 
cannot distilled from the various reli- 
gious faiths basis instruction. The 
responsibility for the present frag- 
mentation much-used word) due 
part religious bodies and their sectarian- 
ism. discusses the weekday religious edu- 
cation program, but regards periph- 
eral its subject. would emphasize the 
study religion rather than the teaching 
religion. would study the social 
sciences objectively religion part our 
culture. would have the Bible taught 
religious literature other literature 
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taught. The including religion 
such the public schools met 
flank movement, but any rate the 
responsibility public education create 
awareness the importance religion. 
The report ends this note: 

“To create awareness its (religion) 
cation. creating such awareness the

Students Organization 


There met Madison, Wis., for period

Library Every School 


new emphasis upon elementary edu- 

cation has thrown focus libraries and 
library service schools. the state 
Oregon the passing the recent textbook 
law and the publication elementary school 
standards brought the conditions the 
the library section the requirements for 
standard elementary schools, adopted the 
state board education, August 11, 1941, dis- 
closed the inadequacy all elementary school 
libraries. 

The library movement was something new 
grade school teachers. There were trained 
teacher-librarians any elementary school. 
Our Sisters faced the same problem the 
schools where they taught. Just 
“book and poor one that, 
existed here and there. There were funds 
and equipment. Attaining library standards 
seemed impossibility. 

During the summers 1942 and 1943, some 
our elementary teachers met for few days 
and decided basic requirements and meth- 
ods attack. The big basic requirement 
missing all schools was income for 
library. The teachers agreed charge 
definite library fee each grade. Since then, 
other methods raising funds have been 
programs, paper drives, coffee-jar drives, and 
book drives. suggesting benefactors the 
purchasing encyclopedias and equipment, 
their interests were directed toward the 
libraries. 

the opening school September, 
1943, informative material bound binder 
was ready for each school 
help, since there were library tools use 
and there had been very little time the

summer sessions learn how catalog 
library. This binder contained the fundamental 
library practices and suggestions; patterns for 
making book cards, book pockets, and alpha- 
betical card guides; lists very simple sub- 
ject headings for books, pictures, and pam- 
phlets; filing rules; steps processing books 
based the “overly simplified” system 
cataloging books outlined Books for 
Elementary Schools the state department 
education. 


Organizing the Libraries 


However, the problem was not solved 
easily. There was the universal complaint 
lack time the part teachers. the 
beginning 1944, the library enthusiasts pre- 
sented the problem mother prioress, em- 
phasizing the fact that definite system was 
needed our elementary school libraries. 
Wholehearted co-operation and encouragement 
were received from her, and_ possibilities 
began take shape. 

During the summer, 1944, two Sisters 
attended the first session Rosary College 
extension the library science department 
held Portland University. the school year 

1944-45, Mother Prioress released Sister 
Mary Madeline from her regular duties 
Mt. Angel Normal School and Academy. 
Sister traveled from one school another 
reorganizing and cataloguing all the elemen- 
tary school libraries our community. The 
“overly simplified” system required the 
state was dropped and broader Dewey 
decimal classification was used. The average 
time spent each school was from two 
three months. 

this stage the project, each the 
schools had small fund and was able 
order the necessary supplies and cataloging

After the books were classified and 
processed, the cards were typed for the card 
catalog. Author, title, subject, and shelf cards 
were made. Where necessary, analytic cards, 
likewise, were made except for the readers, 
because soon each library will expected 
purchase the series Subject Index 
Readers, Eloise Rue. yet, are not 
ordering the Wilson printed catalog cards. 
That will done only after the libraries are 
well built and the funds are not exhausted 
for the necessary books and equipment.

The List Subject Headings for Small 
Libraries, edited Sears, fifth edition, 
has been selected for our grade schools for 
reasons mentioned the preface the 
compiled Headings for 
School Libraries.” For books 
there was published list subject head- 
ings for grade schools. Hence, one had 
compiled secure consistent practice. copy 
was typed for each our grade school libra- 


ries and used connection with Sears’ list.

libraries. However, not desirable 
purchase that volume and its supplement for 
elementary schools. 

The Dewey Decimal Classification used 
given the Children’s Catalog and supple- 
ments.

the accession book the marginal column 
used for marking the required books which 
are listed the Children’s Catalog and the 
state list. The symbol made opposite each 
entry. the end each page these marks 
are added and the accumulated amount 
forwarded the next sheet. Thus, the total 
number required books toward standardiza- 
tion can given immediately when reports 
are requested the diocesan and state super- 
intendents, sent their offices. 


Picture File 


When the card catalog was finished, the 
picture file received attention. Five years ago 
the and through them their pupils 
had been asked save worth-while pictures 
for this purpose. The many paper drives dur- 
ing the war brought the school building 
hundreds magazines from which suitable 
pictures were taken. These, together with 
other picture-study material which had 
accumulated during the years, were trimmed 
and mounted gray construction 
paper, given subject heading and filed 
three-drawer vertical file according list 
easily expandable subject Each 
school received copy this list. tab guide 
was made for each subject heading and its 
divisions. few the schools already have 
organized collection 2500 pictures. 
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addition these, some the schools have 
the portable pictorial library called Picture 
Reference Library Set, published the In- 
formative Classroom Picture Publisher. This 
spendid for the social studies. 

The system for pamphlets and current mate- 
rial similar the picture file. The tab 
guides for the subject headings are not all 
made the beginning but only the material 
hand calls for them. The subject heading 
marked the upper right-hand corner 
the cover the pamphlet. The use the 
word phrase the subject heading printed 
each picture and pamphlet rather than 
classification number seems the better 
method for elementary school libraries. 
takes more time and patience, but the practical 
results justify it. 

One the big achievements during the 
school year 1945-46 was the binding sev- 
eral magazines. Among them were many 
volumes the National Geographic Magazine. 
The schools pooled their copies, exchanged 
duplicates, and sent them one order. 
soon few missing numbers are secured, 
some our schools will have complete sets 
National Geographic Magazines dating from 
1916, one from 1914, others from 1920 and 
1926, plus the bound volume index the 
magazine. This periodical considered 
many essential aid teaching our present- 
day social studies. 

the end the school year, 
plan have all our grade libraries completely 
standardized. After that, Sister Madeline will 
continue the work the community library 
supervisor, and centralized cataloging,

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sending the completed cards and processed 
books the school which has selected and 
ordered them. Means transportation for 
the books are easily available. The publishers 
book jobbers will requested mail the 
books directly Mt. Angel, and the convent 
car goes each branch house about once 
month.

Training Teacher Librarians 


During August, before the Sisters leave the 
mother house for their various assignments, 
Sister Madeline has meeting with the 
principals and teachers the grade schools. 
Library practices and problems are discussed. 
The co-operative family spirit conduct- 
ing the library used. Everyone helps. Each 
teacher responsible for the library period 
for her own pupils. Two the better pupils 
each grade are trained check books 
and out and replace the books the shelves. 
That leaves the teacher free help individual 
pupils guiding their reading. One the 
Sisters has the general supervision the 
library.

The 
student must given interest not only 
books,. but also appreciation library 
materials; otherwise the library tables will 
supply practice material for the wood-carving 
class. Perhaps this extreme but 
still many libraries, although well furnished 
and attractive, are like sepulchers, full 
dead bones the books are not used. 

One suggested method popularizing the 
library insinuation, the employment 
nonbook methods. For example, set 
bulletin board the library that does not 
feature the conventional library materials 
book jackets, book lists, special book collec- 
tions. maintain student interest, frequent 
and even daily change attractive format 
the ideal. This will bring the student 
voluntarily the library; the first step.

developed, pertinent library materials can 
make their appearance gradually, but never 
the extent becoming major issue. One

Use the School Paper 


The school paper offers excellent publicity, 
but too often when used persists pre- 
senting uninteresting and often unread ma- 
terials. The result wasted space and hearty, 
but justified, criticism from the students. 
Simple book lists are dull and often lack the 
personality needed sell the books. Rather 
let the editors the paper feel that they owe 
the library honor personalizing its per- 
tinent articles, with names and reactions 
students playing major role. Light essays 
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that center upon use library goods are quite 
effective. Above all, the articles should ring 
true. Too often library publicity smacks 
unreality that brings unmerited satire and 
scorn. 


Co-operate With Organizations 


Another manner increasing the student 
interest the library encourage the 
various clubs and activities the school. 
Publicity the library this score invari- 
ably brings the attention the whole school 
upon the particular group, which, often 
the case, has media expression. This 
kind interest the part the librarian 
lead groups the watering trough” one 
the more subtle ways the 
library. 

There are unlimited supplies publicity 
the librarian’s disposal, but they are too 
often neglected. Parent-teacher groups are 
seldom introduced the library. Although 
they know the library convenient meeting 
place, they know very little regarding its 
potentialities vital part the school. 
School organizations are continually searching 
for activities promote. Why not oc- 
casional book fair? small communities, why 
not get the men together for fly-tying session 
initiate the younger aspirants the local 
trout league? consequence, many 
these school groups would even improve their 
civic-mindedness toward more wholesome 
community. These proddings can come from 
the librarian just well from commercial 
interests. result, the librarian should 
anticipate civic observances dovetail them 
into the events the school calendar. This 
duty reminiscent library training days 
when students library work were fired with 
the inner glow public service. 


Literary Contests 


Two common library attractions are library 
contests and the ever present book lists. Too 
often these methods publicity fail because 
they skim the surface and avoid the real 
issues. They are pretenses for what does not 
always exist. Any contest associated with the 
library should made worth while with 
attractive prizes. Anything that would lower 
the library the minds the students de- 
feats the purpose attempted publicity. 
Treasure hunts, identifications, and other con- 
tests that involve the direct handling books, 
are the best contests. Essay trials, although 
laudatory, appeal to, and are attempted only 
by, the select few among the school’s intel- 
lectuals. These are already familiar with the 
library’s goods; the other sheep must also 
brought into the fold. 

Book lists also have their drawbacks. Stu- 
dents come into the library with the simple 
request: want good book read.” This 
simple statement betrays very little his 
interests. Significantly, too, what might seem 
pleasurable the librarian may not always 
register the same for the student. Lists 
approved reading broken down into popular 
classifications are often productive. Sports, 
hunting, fishing, detective, fictional biography, 
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adventure, short stories, are samples at- 
tractive groupings. These lists should handy 
all times the students, that they may 
able examine them and perhaps inquire 
for more information. Copies may put 
into the hands the teachers and displayed 
the classrooms. But they must kept 
date. 


Teaching Use Library 


Finally, there are two more modes main- 
taining interest the library, namely, library 
instruction the classes and close contact 
with the public library. teaching library 
work, the librarian should seek become 
opportunist sell his trade whenever 
can. Consequently, arranged understanding 
with the principal fill for absent sick 
teachers provides opportunity with great 
possibilities. Many English teachers, spite 
realizing the importance library instruc- 
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tion, often resent the addition even few 
talks the subject; they feel that there 
even too little time for adequate treatment 
their own materials. Therefore the librarian 
must look for other opportunities. With such 
limitations the librarian should not fall into 
the habit merely skimming over mass 
materials. 

Public librarians often complain that the 
relations between school and public library are 
negligible. The public library people look 
the schools for proper education the 
young with respect their treasures. They 
are more than willing co-operate with the 
schools. should the task the school 
librarian investigate the possibilities the 
local public library, become acquainted 
with its services, and interest the students 
the same. much more economical and 
far more profitable for both libraries assist 
each other than compete.

But all too 
quickly, perhaps merely turning the news- 
paper page, the holocaust discarded from our 
minds. And one more fire becomes just another 
line drawn the cold, impersonal under- 
writer’s graph. 

There one disquieting fact the people have 
too long ignored. The fire losses this coun- 
try have been steady and alarming in- 
crease. 1946, for example, the losses from 
fire were the highest twenty years. And 
the first few months are any indication, 1947 
will rack even higher 

like this? The answer should great big, re- 
sounding “No!” Let’s make so. 

President Truman, shocked the almost 
unprecedented increase fire waste, has pro- 
posed that “dedicate ourselves anew the 
ceaseless war upon the fire menace.” What 
does this mean you? 

means that you educator must see 
that your school not one the 3000 
institutions which will ravaged flame 
1947. Damage your school must not con- 
stitute portion the $7,000,000 which will 
lost this year, payment for fire careless-

The figures com- 
piled Underwriters’ Laboratories prove con- 
clusively that nine out every ten fires are 
the result carelessness and lack vigilance. 
It’s your responsibility teacher make 
sure fire prevention isn’t forgotten your 
school.

Pupils Relive History 


“Look, Bob! Did you ever see gun like 
this?” 

“That 4-inch gun, you mean? Sure, I’ve 
seen toy guns before.” 

“But this isn’t toy, Bob. It’s the real 
thing. Read that sign underneath ‘Ladies 
carried this type gun during the treacherous 

“Why, it’s lady’s gun. Sure enough!” 

“And look that five-incher next it. 
What does the sign say about that?” 

“Here is: ‘This type gun was used 
Wilkes Booth assassinated Presi- 
dent 

“Well, jiggered! That little thing?” 

Two eighth-grade boys were discussing the 
featured weapons the Berkeley Bowie 
Collection Fort McHenry.

One the startling truths about the map 
the skies that has not changed ap- 
preciably for centuries and that will not 
change for centuries come; the great star 


systems are known moving their own 
orbit, just our own great star sun going 
forward swift pace. That scintillating 
canopy that seems stable and quiet is, 
fact, full movement; but the stars are 
far from earthly observation that these dis- 
tances must imagined since human mind 
could hold the realization the figures which 
measure them. Our own sun one the 
smallest stars known astronomers. 

One the thrills traveler far lands 
may have view the same sky panorama 
sees home; gets lost, can get 
his bearings from same Polar star, just 
the sailors this northern hemisphere got 
theirs from the earliest historical times. 

Passing across this fixed star map, the 
planets our own sun system will seen 
changing their course and position the map 
from day day, swinging around the sun, 
along with our own little brown earth. Since 
these planets number only nine visible without 
telescope, they can known near neigh- 
bors, going the same route, though 
differing speeds, through all the years. Each 
one these good neighbors has distinct 
personality, and many enthralling stories 


long history have been told and enjoyed 


young folk through all the centuries. 


The Planets 


The most beautiful these first cousins 
ours Venus, twin world size with the 
earth, this and evening star 
that shines with the calm, steady light 
all our planets. her route between 
and the sun, she cannot studied easily, 
but known she has atmosphere and she 
has phases like our moon. believed she 
may inhabited. 

Mars dull red, very bright, and, 
takes him nearly two years earth time 
get around the stretch, hard keep 
track him.

eleven times the size the earth and 
takes twelve our years get around the 
sun. has nine moons whose movements 
have revealed much what known this 
planet. the one planet outshining Venus 
but with less beautiful light. 

Next line Saturn, nine times the size 
earth, with nine moons and mysterious 
belts that behave moons and help 
tell the story this marvelous planet. Saturn 
almost bright the fixed star Sirius, 
but always with the steady light planet. 
takes Saturn thirty our years get 
around the sun once, pass him many 
times. 

All the planets were named ancient times 
from persons classical mythology, and have 
always held for students the skies real and 
interesting personalities. Venus, the most be- 
loved, was the goddess beauty, love, 
laughter, and marriage. She was said have 
sprung from the foam the sea. She was 
married Mars, and one their children was 
Eros. Scandinavia she was called Fria, 
from which the day the week, Friday, 
came. Greece, she was Aphrodite, and 
Rome, Venus. shall find many allusions 
this lady ancient folklore, and modern 
literature well, where may read many 
fascinating stories her life this planet. 


The Fixed Stars 


turn study the map the fixed 
stars, shall pause times greet these 
good friends our own solar family, but 
shall avoid confusing them with the other 
stars; this the steady light the planets give 
out will help the distant stars shine with 
twinkling flame. 

The fixed stars are such distances from 
our sun that the human mind cannot com- 
prehend the immense figures measuring them. 
From times remote 26,000 years ago, man 
had named various groups these heavenly 
bodies and these names still cling most 
the constellations. Judging from the names, 
astronomers have decided that these first sky 
students must have come from the lands now 
known Asia. 

There are present 117 constellations 
known astronomy; many them received 
their names least three thousand years ago; 
there mention them all ancient writings 
well frequent allusions Holy Scripture. 

would take many volumes list the 
titles stories that have been told for 
centuries about the personages whose names 
were given constellations, each story fasci- 
nating and full human interest. After 
locating any these star groups, will 
interesting meet with their names 
articles today. 

the Sun seems swing around the 
racetrack the star map, which, reality 
the earth itself making each year, the 
signposts along the side the track are 
divided off sections, each which 
the sun seems remain for that month and 
this whole pathway called the ecliptic. Any 
almanac shows this route with appropriate 
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illustrations the Get almanac, 
remembering that this literature was 
highly prized Benjamin Franklin’s day and 
his salty maxims will found your 1947 
edition. 

The markers the Ecliptic are called the 
signs the Zodiac, and they are named, 
Aries, the ram; Taurus, the bull; Gemini, the 
twins; Cancer, the crab; Leo, the lion; Virgo, 
the virgin; Libra, the scales; Scorpio, the 
scorpion; Sagittarius, the archer; Capricornus, 
the goat; Aquarius, the water carrier; and 
Pisces, the fishes. 

Four great stars, Aldebaran, Antares, Regu- 
lus, and Fomalhaut, rule over the four quarters 
this sun path, and each has legends that 
have been told for many ages. Old Persian 


and Chinese writers speak them and the 


signs the zodiac are often alluded 
the Bible. 


The Great Bear 


The oldest and best known the con- 
stellations the Great Bear, or, some call 
now, the Dipper. Ancient folklore carries 
many tales about this star cluster, that 
the list would fill big book. has had 
many names; India, China, Arabia, Christian 
Arabs, Hebrews, Syrians, Druids, France, and 
England, gave these order mentioned: 
Seven Wise Men, the Coffin, Grave Lazarus, 
Bier, Wild Boar, Arthur’s Chariot, David’s 
Chariot, King Charles’ Wain, and also, Job’s 
Coffin and the Plough. But the most general 
name the Great Bear, its earliest name; 
after the discovery America, was found 
the American Indians called the Bear. 

From the Bear, get our word Arctic 
and Antarctic and many words allied 
nature, since the Greek word for Bear 
Arctos. The Bear constellation clock 
which never runs down gets out order. 
swings around the North Pole Star once 
every hours, the two stars called “pointers” 
always pointing the north star, Polaris.

group meetings and after trips 
the children should learn criticize them- 
selves their conduct former trips. Some 
points improvement might well be, learn- 
ing walk always the sidewalk, and 
learning always use the steps walking 
yard and down again rather than 
use the grassy terrace. The reason why im- 
provement these points desirable should 
made clear. Children themselves will 
able explain the group that (1) Courtesy 
demands that use the sidewalk and not 
people’s grass for thoroughfare. (2) Feet 
running and down terrace, particularly 
spring when the sod soft, spoil the terrace. 
(3) owe consideration our neighbors 
and the Sisters whose lawn play, 
the care their grass.

The Problem 


The need for speech correction and speech 
improvement becoming ever more apparent. 
Despite increasing awareness the prob- 
lem, however, many the teachers the 
elementary school are loss about ways 
and means providing adequate help for their 
pupils. There reason$ for this ap- 
parent inability meet the problem. the 
first place, curriculum requirements are 
heavy that even the most optimistic fail 
see how more can crowded into the day’s 
work. Then, too, speech correctionists are com- 
paratively rare, and classroom teachers, 
general, are not familiar with the techniques 
required for correcting speech handicaps. 

Here are few suggestions relative pro- 
cedures that can used advantage the 
classroom and which show how speech classes 
can incorporated into the curriculum, with 
definite gain all other subject require- 
ments. Take, for example, typical primary 
room. group about thirty-five, there 
may four, five, more children handi- 
capped because speech defects, most 
which will articulatory nature. There 
may cases others who stam- 
mer; and still others who have hearing defects, 
with consequent impaired speech. The rest 
the pupils may present other difficulties, such 
slurring words and phrases, dropping final 
consonants, and similar examples careless- 
ness, that speech improvement will 
place for the majority, not all, the pupils. 

may well this point caution the 
teacher against overconcern emotional reac- 
regard minor defects. Only when 
child’s speech draws unfavorable attention 
itself should considered defective. The 
beginning primary pupil who the age five 
and half has slight difficulty with 
may overcome these handicaps gradually 
reaches maturity, especially aided general 
classwork speech improvement.
